Ata meeting of the Democratic party of 
Clinton county, held at the court house in 
pursuance of previous public notice, on 
Thursday’, the fourth day of November, 1841; 
for the purpose of appointing delegates to 
attend the Democratic State Convention to 
be held at Springfield, on the second Mon- 
day of December next, to nominate candi- 
dates for Governor and Lieutenant Governor, 

On motion of J. T’ Bradley, Esq. John M. 
Webster was uppointed Chairman, and Elias 
8. Dennis, Esq. Secretary. 

The object of the meeting was then ex- 
plained by Mr. Bradley, and on iis suggestion 
that the Court was nbout to convene, on his 
motion the mecting adjourned until Saturday 
the Oth. 


Saturday, Noy. 6th, 1841 

The meeting assembled according 1 ad- 
journment and Mr. Webster took the Chair 
‘and Mr. Dennis his place as Secretary. 

Op motion of Mr. Beverly Watkins it was. 

Resolved, That ‘the Chairman appointe 
a committee of five persons to-report resolu- 
tions expressive of the object of this meeting, 
and the Chair appointed the following num- 
ed persons that committe, namely, Joshua 
1. Bradley, Joseph Taylor, Berryman Creel, 
James Hill, and Henry Wilcock; and whilst 
they had retired for that purpose, the meet- 
ting was addressed in the most cloquent and 
animated manner by Mr. ‘Trumbull and Mr. 
Underwood, who showed up the false profes- 
sious of the federal party while striving for 
power, in very uppropriate terms. 

‘The committee having returned, reported 
by Mr. Bradley their chairman, the follow- 
ing resolutions. 

Resolved, That we continue to cherish 
and sustain democratic principles, and. will 
act in accordance with the established usages 
of the democratic party in. selecting candi- 
dates for office. 

Resolved, In pursuance of those principles 
and usages, we will appoint three delegates 
to represent the democracy of this county in 
the State Convention to be held at. Spring- 
field on the second Monday of December 
next, for the purpose of nominating suitable 
persons to be yoted for by the democratic 
party for Governor and Lieutenant Govern- 
or at the next August election. 

Resolved, While in the days of darkness, 
doubt and adversity marking the past year, 
many democratic states of the Union, stray~ 
ed from the true path and forsook fora time 
their ancient political faith and practices, it 
is our pride to know that this State stood 
erect—swerved not—halted not—and we 
fervently hope that the same spirit. which 
then anmated our party, will continue to 
anhnate us in every coming controversy. 

Resolved, ‘That we view with unmingled 
feolings of satisfaction, the return of some 
of those ‘states, namely: Georgia, Penns 
sylvania, Maine, Ohiv, Indiana, and Teo- 
nessee, to the democratic ranks, and the 
addition of the “Invincible” Maryland there- 
{o, and if wo mistake not the signs of the 
times, other states will soon wheel into line 
with the gallant seven which firmly with- 
stod the shock of 1840; when by their uni- 
ted power, democratic principles and policy 
will again be triumphant. 

Resolved, That we have viewed with al 


arm the rapid strides this government has 
made, during the few short months the fed- 
eral party has held the reins, to saddle upon 
the people a national debt with all its accom- 
punyingevils, and its ofien repeated attempts 
to break down the barrie! the Constitu- 
tion, imposed for the safety and promotion of 
of the people. 

Resolved, ‘That the proceedings of the 
Inte extraordinary se=sion of Congress, under 
federal control, are, for the most part at war 
with democratic principles. 

First, In plundering the treasury of the 
ion of the proceeds of the public lands 
to distridute them among the States of| 
this Union, thereby tempting their cupidity. 
bribing tiem by money into the support of a 
measure in direct violation of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and well calculated 
to injure the new States, by placing it be- 
yond the power of their representatives to 
reduce the price of the public lands, or ob- 
fain just and equitable pre-emptions, and 
throwing the proceeds of the labor of our 
people into the overflowing coffers of the oths 
cr states. 

Second. In borrowing $12,000,000 in a 
time of profound peace, and increasing the 
taxes upon the industry of the country by 
increased duties on the importation of foreign 
goods. to make up the deficiency occasioned 
by their plunder of the public treasury 

Third. In toking out of the public treas- 
uryfthe sum of $25,000)f the people’s money, 
und giving it toa person haying no claims to 
it, and this, in direct violation of the Con- 


stitution. 

Fourth. In persisting in their unballowed 
attempts to inflict upon the people another 
Natiooal Bank, after tho bad results of the 
former bank had become apparcat to the 
peogle, in the plunder of the widow and the 
orphan, aud of the honest'and unsuspecting 
portion of community who had faith in its 
promises, and when too, such an institution 
had been twice decided against by the votes 
of the people, 

Resolved, That President Tyler, for pre: 
venting this evil, and for his Roman firmness 
in resisting the attempts made upon him to 
violate his conscience and his oath of office, 
is entitled to the gratitude of the American 
people. 

Resolved, That we will cheerfully accept 
any issue thathas been, or may be tendered 
4y the whig party, nt the approaching state 
election, confident in our cause, and placing 
the fullest reliance upon the intelligence and 
discernment of the people. 

Resolved, That believing many hunest 
democrats have been led astray and deceived 
by the promises and professions of the lend~ 
ers of the federal party, we invite them to 
return to their old associations and aid in 
prostrating the schemes of that party, 
fraught, as we believe they are, with ruin to 
the best interest of the country. 

The vote being taken, the said resolu 
were unanimously adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Dennis it was 

Resolved, That the chairman appoint 


three delegates to represent the democracy 
of Clinton connty at the Democratic State 


Convention, in pursuance of the resolutions 
of the meeting, Whercupon the chair ap- 
pointed as such delegates, Hon. Sidney 
Breese, Jefferson Ammons, and Joshua T. 
Bradley, Esq. and it was further resolved, 
that tho said delegates have power to fill any 
vacancies that may occur in said delegation. 

On motion of Mr. Baverly Watkins it was 
resolved, ‘That the proceedings of this meet- 
be signed by the chnirman and secretary, 
and sent to the democratic papers for publi- 
cation. 

On motion, the meeting adjourned to meet 
again at the court house in Carlyle, on the 
first Monday of March next.

Resolved, Vbat sectional legislation should 
not influence our action to the detriment of 
the public interest, and that however unfor- 
tunate our State may have been, a united, 
Vigorous and energetic movement of the 
whole people will again restore honor andp ros 
perity to four State;and with unrivalled soil, 
situation and resources, she will soon id 
among the most enviable of the Union. 

Resolved, That we view the eari7 com: 
pletion of the Illinois and Michigan canal, 
asa measure which will have the greatest 
possible tendency to develope the resources 
of our State and promote the interest of ils 
citizens. It will aftord a cheap, safe and ex- 
peditious mode of transporting the products 
of our soil, which have hitherto been almost 
useless incumbrances on tho hands of the 
farmor, to a certain market atthe North.— 
Is reviving influenco on agriculture, would 
be feliin the remotest sections of the State, 
and present embarrassments would soon van- 
ish before the checring approach of univer- 
sal and permanent prosperity. 

Resolved, That we acknowledge with pride 
the liberality and extended foresight of nom: 
bers of former legislatures, who, when this 
great portion of the State, north of Peoria, 
Was represented by 1 single member, came 
forward and by their votes and influence 
aided in the projection and commencement of 
that important work. 

Resolved, That we believe that the same 
highminded and enlarged sentiments are sti! 
entertained, and that every portion of the 
State will now unite in the early completion 
of a work which was advocated and con 
menced when the north was comparatively 
a wilderness, 

Resolved, That the experience of our far- 
mers, bought the proscut season by hauling 
their wheat crops to market, should not be 
lost by any unnecessary delay in the com- 
pletion of the canal; which now remains like 
a field three quarters fenced, of no protec: 
tion to the craps or benefit to the owner. 

Resolved, That in expressing our prefers 
ence for Major Samuel Hackelton (ata pre- 
vious meeting) for Lieut. Governor, we did 
itwith the full Knowledge that ho was among 
the first friends and supporter of that noble 
work, the lilinois and Michigan Canal, and 
that he will use every honorable means in 
his power, whether in or out of ollice, to for- 
ward its completion, as is demanded by the 
pressing wants of the people. 

Resolved, That it would be better for us 
and for the permanent good of the State,(that 
the interest of the State debt should be paid 
by a direct tax, than that our State bonds 
should be sacrificed at on enormous and un~ 
reasonable discount, to obtain mere tempora- 
ry delay, and that we will willingly submit 
10 any necessary fax to preserve our honor 
and protect our interest; which resolutions 
were unanimously adopted.

‘The libel suit against us, instituted by Mr. 
Garnsey, because we dured, as sentinels upon 
the watch lower of political liberty, to tell 
the truth of him, was tried on Monday Jast at 
the Cireuit Court in this county. 


The Jury by some mishap (?} were all

whigs—political opponents! Only 
democrats were called, and these (perhaps on 


account of their political eentiments) were 
peremptorily challenged by Garnsey’s counsel. 


Of course Mr. Garnsey and E. D, Baker, nided 

by our democratic Attorney General, had it 

all their own way, as far as selecting the 

Jury was concerned. And whatthink you 

was the result? Why this Whig Jury valued 

the character of Mr. Garnsey at precisely one 
hundred dollars! This verdict, probably, 
would have been much less, bad it not been 
for the sympathy the Jurors may have felt for 

Garneey’s counsel who, it was rumored, were 
to get the plunder for their reward 

Here isa coon skin office holder, attempting

‘The Canal. 


We regret that the injudicious efforts of 
some of our Northern friends, are likely 10 
have the effect of arrayjng much party spirit 
against so useful Ronen work, as 
the {linois and Michigan canal. We have all 
along been aware, that the too much zeal of 
some persons was working mischief. We 
tried at the outset to nrrest the career of some 
editors, who laboring under an unusual infat- 
uation, or having some personal ends to serve, 
seemed determined to out-Herod Herod, in 
their vociferous labors for what they consid- 
ered.a most important work for them. 

To attempt to carry on the canol as a mens- 
ure of party policy, was as injudicious as it 
is impossible, Every step taken to concen- 
trate one party upon il, has the efect to array 
the opposing party ugainst it. It is good 
policy in this, as in other things, to let well 
enough alone, 

‘Those who reside upon the canal, like lovers, 
talk to each other of the exclusive importance 
of their work, until they infuse into each oth- 
era belief that what they think and feel is 
thought and felt all over the State by every 
person in it. A conclusion that is not in all 
cases correct. 

‘The whig papers come burthened with at~ 
tacks upon the canal, because it has been soid 
that five thousand democratic laborers exist 
upon it, who will be driven from the State if 
the work shall not be prosecuted to the satis- 
faction of some of the Northern men. Inthe 
first place the number of men stated to be

No company can be found 
which would undertake to relieve the State 
from the debt created for the uses of the ca- 
nal. The most that could be expected, would 
be that the company would undertake lo com~ 
| plete the canal upon having all surrendered 
to it that has been already done, and the 
lands granted by the General Government.— 
Surrender this work and the State will be 
without any resources from her money ex~ 
pended, with which to discharge her interest. 
‘A company would moreover require to be 
backed by the State, and ultimately the State 
would have to bear all the burthen of com- 
pleting the work and receive none ofits bene- 
fits when completed, so far as revenue arising 
from it is to be considered. 

‘Whenever States have associated themselves 
with companies in the prosecution of public 
works, the result hos been that the States 
have been compelled to do all the paying and 
the companies come in for their share of the 
profits. These bargains are all on one side. 
The States shake the bushes and the compa. 
nies catch the birds. Kentucky and Tennes~ 
see, can bear witness to the truth of these 
facts, a8 well as to the impolicy of such a sys- 
tem. We hope most earnestly, that the canal 
will never fall into the hands of a company. 
Our obligations to the General Government 
forbid it, State pride forbids it, the welfare of 
the people forbids it, aud last, if not least, our 
interest in a pecuniary point of view forbids 
ite

We have been always of the opinion, 
that many of the original plans of the work, 
particularly on the score of style, might be 
advantageously changed Much more ecouo- 
my in the prosccntion of the work without 
impairing its utility, might be adopted.

In this case both interest and difference of ex- 
chouge were deducted, which on a ninety 
dinys bill, would be about three per cent; and 
the bill coming to maturity. by the time the 
notes issued in its purchose reached New York, 
furnished the means to pay them, ‘Thus was 
three per cent. made on every operarion with 
out the use of any real capital ot ail, the pro 
ceeds of the bills purchased furnishing. the 
means to redeem the note with which the pur 
ce was made. This operation, so long as 
it was confined to bills founded on the actual 
exports of the South and West, was the safest 
‘well as the mast profitable done by the 
Bonk; but having been perverted into means 
of gri 2 discounts wt usurious interest, it 
became one of the principal sources of mis~ 
chief to the currency and business of the 
country, threw upon the hands of a Bank o 
inass of protested bills; and in the end con~ 
tributed greatly to its insolvency and rnin. 
Both in theory and practice, it is well estab. 
lished thata paper curreney of universal cred~ 
it cannot be mamtained in the interior of the 
United States,unless it be issued and re-issued 
at puints distant from New York, the cent 
of trade to which such a curreney will inevi 
ably flow 
Has not the Government the menns of issu- 
ing and reissuing such a currency at numer~ 
ous points throughout the Union? We think 
it has. 
The disbursements of the Government ex~ 
ceed thirty millions of dollars amunlly. The 
credit of the Government is better in every 
part o( the Union than that vf a bank ever 
can be. ‘That eredit may be used as a cur- 
reney thus:

A National Currency. 

‘The framers of our Constitutiun established 
avational currency for the United States, by 
authorizing Congress to com money and fix 
the value of foreign coins, and forbidding the 
States to make any thing but gold and. silver 
a tender in payment of debts. ‘The currency 
thus established has been shown by the expe~ 
rience of all nations to be the eoundest and 
safest ever invented; for it is pot in the power 
of any man, or any company of men, to de- 
prive it of its value. ‘The farmer, the mechan 
ic, and the laborer, who has his silver dollar 
or gold piece in his pocket, has his property 
there, and neither dishonest or bankrupt 
banks, nor even Government itself, can de 
prive it of its value, and as to convenience, 
fran may carry gold enough in his pocket, 
Without sensible incumbrance, to pay his ex 
penses from one end of the Union to the oth- 
er. 

Tt is our opinion that a gradual return to n 
currency of gold und silver would be highly 
conducive to the best interests of the country, 
both in its prosperity and morals. 

But if we must have a paper currency of a 
national character, Why should not the Gov- 
ernment furnish it? ‘The process iseasy and 
safe; it does not require that the Government 
shall be clothed with banking powers, or shall 
materially increase its machinery. 

"The laws of currency in this country have 
beon illustrated by experience, and are well 
defincd. A paper currency in general credits, 
jnstead of remaining among the peaple in the 
interior, travelsconslantly towards New York, 
where there is the greatest demand for it, aud 
where itis most valuable. Tt is as much a~ 
gainst the Inws of eurreney, that such a pax 
per should travel from New Vork into the in 
terior, asit is ugainst the laws of nature that 
drift-wood should float up stream A foree 
stronger than the current may cause a log or 
‘a plank to float against the stream, but the 
moment that force is removed gain resumes 
its downward course.

Such is the effect of this Jaw on the New 
York city banks, that they are unable to keep 
out notes to the Amount of one-tenth of thei 
capital. Indeed, when conferring with some 
Of those banks in 1893, in relation (a receiving 
the Government deposites, we were surprised 
to learn that the effective cireulation of the 
banks having @ capital of 2,000,000, scarcely 
exceeded $200,000. A stun somewhat larger 
appeared by their statements to be out; but a 
Jarge portion of it wns really held by the oth 
er city banks, subject to be exchanged in the 
next settlement. ‘The reason is, that the curs 
rent of circulation is always towards those 
banks instead of from them, and they might 
as well attempt (0 flont a plank up stream as 
to circulate their notes ata distance from the 
city. 

Phe operations of the late Bank of the Uni- 
ted States, co for from contradicting this prin 
ciple, afford its most powerful illustration — 
The notes of that Bank were payable st the 
branches where issued, ond receivable every 
Where in payment of dues to the United 
Stues, Had their credit been left to rest on 
the means of the Bank only, they would have 
constituted as many Jocal currencies as there 
were branches issuing them, and would have 
been the notes of well managed State banks 
in the same neighborhood. But in conse~ 
quence of being made receivable for publ 
dues, the notes of the most distant branches 
became current in New York, where about 
two-thirds of the public revenue was collected, 
‘and this gave them a general credit through- 


tthe Union. 
oetfow, then, it may be asked, did the Bank 
keep 0 Jarge an amount in circulation? We 
answer, by aconstant re-issue at the distant 
branches.” Comparatively few notes were is- 
sued by the principal Bank on the New York

‘Let Congress require the Treasury Depart= 
mont 10 prepare notes to be signed by ‘the 
‘Treasurer and countersigned by the Register, 
in which the United States shall prowtise to 
pay the bearer ten, \wenty, orany other num- 
ber of dollars named in them, at the deposito- 
ry nained thercin, being that nearest the point 
where they are tobe paid out, said notes to 
be also receivable for public dues throughout 
the United Stau 
When payments are to be made to public 
creditors, give them their option to take gold 
and silver or these notes, Being reccivable 
for public dues in New York, their -notes 
would be in guod credit there, and consequent- 
ly, being more readily remitted than specie, 
would be more valuable in every other part 
of the Union. As a matter of course, the 
public creditors would prefer them to gold and 
silver. 

It can scarcely be doubted that of the thiety 
millions of dollars disbursed annually, at least 
twenty millions would be paid ont in these 
notes. They would be continually going out 
in disbursements all along the frontier and 
the seacoast, a3 well as at all the Government 
establishments and through all the salaried 
officers in the interior, and constantly coming 
in through the cuscom-houses and the Jan 
offices. Probably the permanent average cir~ 
culation would settle down at about ten mil- 
lions ofdollars. ‘The advantages of this plan 
over a Nationat Bank are, among others, the 
following, viz= 

1. Itinvolves no constitutional question. 

2 Tt raises up and fosters no money power 
to influence or corrupt the Government or the 
peopie. 

3) Le will not increase the power or influ~ 
ence of the Government itself, except in the 
appointment of a few clerks to keep accounts 
of te amounts tssued and redeemed. 

4, Itwould give the whole people the profits 
arising from the use of a credit currency in- 
stead of throwing it into the hands of a fow 
capitalists, being equivalent to a permanent 
Jon without interest, of about ten millions of 
dollars. 

5. There could be little or no over issues, 
and the amount in circulation would be more 
uniform than that of bank notes, being le: 
influenced by the revulsions of trade or specu 
lation. If, perchenee, it should hecome less 
valuable than epccie, the public creditors 
would refuse to receive it from the Govern- 
ment; and the means of issue being thus eut 
off, the amount in circulation would be imme- 
diately reduced through the receipty of the 
custom-houses, and land offices, and its value 
restored. Indeed, it is obvious that it never 
can depreciate rateriully, if at all, so long as 
the public creditors have an unqualified option 
to receive that or specie for moneys due them. 

6. Such a currency would be incomparably 

more safe for the people than bank notes of 
ay description, as it could mot be rendered 
valueless by bank mismanagement, misfortune 
or fraud, or by any other event short of the 
destruction of the Government. 
7. Why then should the people, for the pur- 
pose of securing a national paper curren 
borrow ten millions of dollars, pay interest 
upon itand hazard it ina new Bank to be 
managed in effect by a few private stockhol- 
ders, when they can procure a permanent loan 
of ten millions without interest and secure a 
much safer currency through Government 
machinery already in existence, at the same 
time avoiding all the agitations, misehicls, cor- 
ruptions and dangers which a National Bank 
inevitobly bring in its train? 

We repeat, that in the ab 
in favor of such n currency. We suggest it 
simply as an alternative, in the event that we 
must have a national paper currency—an al~ 
ternative unspeakably superior to a Dank of 
the United States.
